COUNTRY NEWS. 


Briffol, Fan. 12. On Thurfday Morning abo 
4 —— Watch found a Man —** 





afleep in the Flew of a Limekiln on ee 
from wheace they rouz'd him by firing ih, 
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Athes on his Legs, at which he was very angry and 
buftied with the Watch, who left him ; but in their 
next Rounds they found him onthe Limekiln, almoft 
fuffocated and fadly burnt, and carrying him to Sr. 
Peter's Hofpital, he died in the Afternoon. Three 
of the Watchmen were committed to Bridewell, but 
are fince cleared. 

The Floods have fo loofen’d the Foundation of a 
Houfe in the Shambles, the back Part of which be- 
ing near the River, that it fell down laft Sunday 
about one o’Clock in the Afternoon. Part of an- 
other Houfe in the faid Shambles fell down a few 
Days betore; and the Landlords are in Pain for 
other old Buildings in that Neighbourhood. 

Capt. John Crawford, Mr. Thomas Whittcomb, 
Chief Mate, and Solomon Wade, Carpenter, of the 
Ship King William, forced up this Channel by Strefs 
of Weather, give the following Relation of their 
Misforrunes and Dangers during the Voyage. — 

That they fet fail from — in Jamaica the 
16th of October, bound for London, laden with 
Sugar, Cotton, Ginger, Rum, &c. That on the 17th 
of Nov. laft, being off the Ifiand of Bermudas, in 
Lat. 31 Deg. 24 M by Obfervation, a violent Storm 
arofe at S.S. W. and fcudding under their Forefail, 
and Foretopfail, the Ship broached too, which broke 
the Foreyard, and {plit the Forefail and Foretopfail ; 
t ie Storm continued 8 Hours, the Ship tying Hull too 
moft Part of the Time, took ina great deal of Water, 
and in great Danger of overfetting ; but the Storm 
abating, the righted again, and made Way under Sail. 
That on the 25th of the fame Month, in Lat. 38 
Deg. 12 M. another Storm came fuddenly upon them 
about 8 at Night, which fplit the Mainfail, and much 
fatigu’d them; bur lowering the Foreyard down, 
the Ship was held too under a Ballanc’d Mizen. 
That on the 27th it blew again very hard, and 
obliged them to lie too as before. That on the 
goth, they had a more,boifterous Storm than before, 
which continued the whole Day and Night, and 
fhipp'd much Water, fo that one Pump was kept 
conftantly-a going, and fometimes both. That on 
the iſt of December, at 4 in the Afternoon, it con- 
tinued blowing extream hard at N. N. W. when 
two of their Main-channel Plate-Bolts ftareed, and 
otcafioned the Plank to fplit ; which obliged them 
to drive the Bolts our and fix them lower in the 
Ship's Side, becaufe much Water went in; but rhe 
Plank in which they were fixed, flarted above an 
Inch by the violent Motion of the Ship. That on 
the oth the Ship ftrained fo much, as obliged them 
to drive out two Bolts and place them lower down ; 
and at 12 at Night they laid the Ship too to 
the Northwood, by Reafon of her taking in fo much 
Water on the other Side, as made it impofhible to 
keep her free with both Pumps. That on the rith, 
they got the Maintopmaft and Yard down upon 
Deck, the Main-Chains being broke and carried 
away , and the Chain-Bolts and feveral Planks ftart- 
ing at different Times, the Ship took in a great 
Quantity of Water, and fo difabled, that the would 
not ſteer under any After-Sail. That on the 2oth 
of the fame Month, they faw the Land bearing 
E.S. E. which by their Latitude and Soundings they 
took to be Cape le Hague on rhe French Shore, but 
found it to be the Land of Sr. Ives in the Briftol 
Channel, and the Wind being Wefterly, prevented 
their getting round to the North Channel, fo drove 
up in Sight of the Ifland of Lundy, near which, on 
Sunday Night the 3:ft, the Weather came on ex- 
ceflive bad, varying from W. to S, and S. to W. 
and occafioned the Ship to take in a great deal of 
Waiter, blew every individual Sail away, and left 
them in fuch a defticure Condition, that they ex- 

ted foon to be fwallowed up inthe Deep. Two 

en died of Fatigue and hard Labour ; three others 
they buried before ; and five or fix then fick, and the 
reft fo weaken'd, that ict was with the greateſt Difh- 
culty the Ship was kept from finking ; but the Wind 
abating next Day, and no Sail left, they drove under 
their baré Poles clofe under the Land, making 
Signals of Diftrefs as they run along Shore, for a 
Pilot ; accordingly one came off from Ilfra Combe, 
by whofe Afhftance, the Ship was providentially 
preferv’d and brought to an Anchor in King-Road 
the Tuefday following about § at Night. The Cargo 
is greatly damaged. 
ſe have allo the following authentick Relation 
of the Misfortuncs which befel the Molley Pink, 
Capt. William Batten, Commander, in her Vo age 
from Port-Royal in Jamaica, from whence fhe (ailed 
the 1gsth of OGober. laft, (her former Commander, 
Capt. Matthew Rogers, dying in the Paflage) and 
came toan Anchor in Hungroad the 26th ult. laden 
with Sugar and other Merchandize.
